"PRESIDENT COOLIDGE has follow ed his views on tax-

ation by a statement of his position on Federal judge- 


ships which will \\in him further respect from the thotful 
element of our republic. In the matter of most offices 
within his appointive power, the executive says he wel- 
comes suggestions from political committees and paru 
leaders. 
In most cases he declares he will be largely guidea in 


his appointments by those adders, regarding such sug- 
gestions as "almost determining." But not so in the mat- 
ter of iudgeships! For his guidance in those appoint- 
ments, Mr. ConMdge declares, it is necessary to have as- 
surances of the bar and of the community as to the quali- 
fications of candidates, and that it is his determination to 
appoint only men of the highest character and most 
marked ability. 
In conclusion the President uses a phrase that seems 


to us peculiarly significant. He sajs: "It is of signal im- 
portance that'iudgeships be filled by men about v.hom 
there is no warranted controversy." 
That statement, as 


v,-e read it. is closely akin to the oft-quoted line that 
Caesar's wife must be above suspicion. It is not quite 
enough that he who aspires to be a Federal Judge shall 
be innocent of wrong. He must be on so high a plane of 
allround character that he cannot become the object of 
either whispered innuendo or open controversy. 


Obviously a Federal judiciary of that kind is needed
